Secretary o f War, and “Uncle Jo e” 
Canno n, then Speaker o f the Ho u se, 
were amo ng the heav y weights draf­ 
ted fo r serv ice in Littlefield’s behalf. 
Atho u gh Littlefield’s no rmal 
ma­ 
jo rity was greatly redu ced, he was 
re-elected. The nex t mo nth the fed­ 
eratio n inv aded Jo e 
Canno n’s dis­ 
trict, bu t failed also to defeat him, al­ 
tho u gh it kept at him u ntil he finally 
was retired fro m Co ngress, fo llo wing 
the split in the Repu blican party last 
y ea r. 
It was two o r three y ears befo re 
the federatio n embarked o n a po liti­ 
cal career that the late James W. 
Van Cleav e, then the head o f the As­ 
so ciatio n o f Manu factu rers, at its
